A FRONTIER FIGHT. 


How Jim Bowie's Band of Eight Stood 


Off Five Hundred Comancbe*. 


In Texas .Tamos Bowie set bis hand to 


another sort of lighting. In isai, with 
his brother Rezln, six other men and a 
boy, he set out upon a trading anil explor- 
ing expedition through tho heart of the 
Coiuanche country. At six days' travel 
from possible succor bo found his party 
assailed by COO mounted warriors, Co- 
inanohea all, who rode like the wind, yet 
shot with deadly aim. Resistance seemed 
hopeless in the face of odds so great. 
Bowie took the one desperate chance left 
him and won the game. 


He divided his forces, stationing three 


in one skirt of woods, with the paok ani- 
mals, and scattering the rest about a more 
considerable arborage. Each was fully 
armed—had rifle, knife and pistols. Pow- 
der and lead were plenty; also wherewithal 
to eat and drink.

MIXES IN A HARBOR. 


TWO KINDS, OBSERVATION AND ELEC- 


TRO CONTACT, ARE USED.

fordshire plate 
three-sUt«enthg of an 


inch in thickness, measuring 34 inches in 
depth and 2i>x>ut 3£ incbe» ia diameter. 
Within tho cylinder aud surrounded by au 
air chamber is a core, composed of 3£ sep- 
arate copper cases, containing iu all 500 
pounds of \?ei gun cotton. The central 
case of the S3 is Arranged to receive the 
'•priniertsn," a llule box holding two det- 
enator&, or fuses, imbedded in dry gun 
rotton, front which electric wires jm£s to 
the insulator ar the mouth of tbe mine. 


For harbor defense the engineers would 


lay observation mines in groups of at least 
Mi, placed in a mathematically straight 
line at intervals of 180 feet, and preferably 
in about 50 feet of water. One main elec- 
tric cable, starting from the operator's 
station en shore, would connect vrifh and 
govern each mine of the six, reaching it 
by a fork or branch running to its insu- 
lator. This main cable would be close to 
the harbor bed, but the mines themselves, 
-whose buoyancy is considerable, would 
float 13 feet or more above, each anchored 
by a stout steel wire mooring rope to a 
wrought iron sinker of 500 pounds weight, 
disk shaped, with a concave lower surface 
to give the additional hold of suction. At 
about 60 feet from the outer and inner 
ends of the mine line mark buoys would 
be get to guide the eye of the shore oper- 
ator, while various other buoys would be 
scattered around the field in order to mys- 
tify the enemy. 


For the operator's station the two great 


requirements are a clear sweep of vision 
over the minefields and invisibility. A 
little care dug in a hillside or embank- 
ment and disguised with bushes, vines or 
whatever is the common foliage of tbe 
spot is the ideal arrangement, but if neces- 
sity forces the selection of flat and barren 
ground » hut may be rendered inconspicu- 
ous by a cont of paint of the color of tbe 
earth about it. Here the observersits, bis 
glass trained on the two range Buoys of 
his special group of mines and his battery 
and firing key within easy reach. As the 
enemy's ship or ships cross his sight line 
he presses the key, and in nn almost incal- 
culably small fraction of a second tfie 
whole group of mines is exploded. Tho 
fatal area of each individual mine of the 
"observation" type covers a circle 60 feet 
in diameter. Beckoning with the breadth 
of beam of the average warship as a factor, 
it thence appears that the series of six will 
clear a channel about 720 feet broad of 
any vessels unfortunate enough to be there. 


The "electro contact" differs from the 


observation mine in that it is meant to ex- 
plode on actual contact with the ship's 
bottom, not at some distance beneath. It 
is used in deeper water than is the other 
variety and is fitted with » much higher 
charge, since 75 pounds of, gun cotton de- 
tonate;! against the hiill of the strongest 
vessel built is quite sufficient to disable if 
not to destroy her. This mine, like the 
species previously described, is contained 
in a convex ended iron cylinder, its charge, 
as in the former case, packed in a nest of 
copper boxes, the central box holding the 
primer tin with Its two detonators and 
their electro wire connection. One "leg" 
of the wire necessary to complete the firing 
circuit runs, however, not directly to its 
detonator, but to the top of the mine as it 
lies afloat, there entering an ingenious 
contrivance called a, circuit closer. 
The 


mine cannot explode until the circuit 
closer comes into action, and the circuit 
closer will act only when struck by the 
hull of a ship. 


Electro contact mines are commonly- 


laid in several connected groups of three. 
Each individual in each trio has its own 
electric cable, about 100 yards iu length, 
the three cables converging at their lower 
ends to enter a "disconnector box." The 
disconnector in turn sends down a single 
200 yard cable to a. "multiple junction 
box," within -which it meet'; similar ca- 
bles from the disconnectors of all the oth 
er trios lu the scries, and with them is 
joined to ft main cable running to the b.it- 
lery in the operator's station on shore. 
The operator has it in his power to put 
the whole series instantly out of play and 
to return it as instantly to service, and by 
means of tho disconnectors any trio which 
having been exploded, has become an in- 
cumbranca to the rest may be cut out of 
tho circuit. 
, A ground mine, like the observation 
mine, is laid in relatively shallow water— 
a depth of 50 feet by choice—and has a ca- 
ble connection with an operator's battery 
on shore. Attached by cable to tho mine 
and floating above it at such a point us to 
be likely to be struck by any passing •ves- 
sel is a buoy containing au electric appa- 
ratus with a circuit closer. 
AVhon the 


operator turns a strong electric current in 
to tho main cable, the touch of a ship's 
hull ou the buoy is sufficient to detonate 
the mine. This powerful force is put in 
action at night or at any time whim tho 
enemy's ships alone are expected to be in 
the harbor. On all other occasions i 
current is maintained at u ve»y low ebb, 
when a pressure on tho buoy would not 
fire the mine, but would merely telegraph 
a signal to the "shore station, indicating t< 
the observer there which particular buoy 
had been struck. The change from signal 
current to firing current friay be made in 
an instant, 4o that in the event of a harbor 
engagement between friendly and hostile 
fleets a home vessel may bo allowed to 
pass unscathed over the mine, while the 
enemy's ship, touching the buoy immedi- 
ately afterward, will bo wrecked on tho 
spot. The ground mine is not, however, 
dependent for its explosive power on tjio 
collision of a ship with the buoy. The 
shore operator may explode it nt volition 
whenever, in hia opinion, occasion arises, 
but it is always difficult to tell exactly 
what point on tho range lino u crowing 
vessel occupies, and for that reason tho 
mines aro laid in groups of three, n-11 three 
to be Hred simultaneously in case of "judg- 
ment action."

FIRST SOUTHERN TORPEDO. 


Used In tb* Jauea KlT«r After the Tight 


at Seven Fine*. 


The story of the first torpedo which was 


invented and used by General Gabriel 
Bains during the war with the Seminole 
Indians, April, 1810, ended in the fighting 
of 16 soldiers, who had gone with Captain 
Rains to investigate the cause of the ex- 
plosion, with some 100 or more Indians^ 
and among the casualties the wounding 
of the captain and his being carried to 
Fort King in the arms of his men. An- 
other and second torpedo had been previ- 
ously placed at the post by him, and soon 
after the fight 1,000 or more troops were 
collected there, and it became such a dread 
to the whole army that a soldier guard 
was put over it until Captain Bains was 
able to go and take it up. -

The list of mii.-**} monaixhs is, taking it 


no further back than the last half dozen 
decades or so, an interesting subject ot 
consideration. 
At the head of it we find 


the most missed monarch of his own or 
indeed of any age, Loui» Philippe. For a 
mauer of 1 4 years this monarch was con- 
stantly having lead pumped at him. Hi* 
experience began on Nov. If, 1S32. Some- 
body — it was never properly ascertained 
who — opened flrw upon him on the Pont 
Xeuf. This was but a foretaste. Fiesehi 
followed with his infernal machine July 
2S, 1335. Nineteen barrels, with four 
halls in each, arranged to cover a space of 
25 feet wide and 10 feet high, accounted 
for Marshal Mortier, throe other military 
officers and five civilians on the spot. The 
king rode home without a scratch. Ali- 
baud followed June 25, 1S36; Meurnier in 
December of the same year. Bannes drew 
his bead in 1S40. Leconte hod pot shots 
at his sovereign from behind a wall in 
1S46, and before that year was out Henri 
had done his best to "snipe" him from the 
garden of the Tuileries. And 'all these 
operators had provided themselves with at 
least four shots apiece. All they succeeded 
iu doing to their target was to lodge a bit 
of wadding in one of his ambrosial whisk- 
ers. 


Meantime Oxford in 1840, John Franci« 


in 1S42, Bean a few weeks later in the 
same year and William HamDton in 184S 
had all scored misses against die sovereign 
lady of those Tealms, who was to have yet 
a further experience at Windsor station iu 
1882, when Maclean, the homicidal luna- 
tic, made his attempt. 


But for what happened at St. Peters- 


burg at 3 o'clock in the afternoon of 
March 13, 1881, the second Alexander of 
Russia might have been as much missed 
as tbe citizen king himself. Karakozow 
had missed him at St. Petersburg in 1866. 
BerezowskTbnd missed him again in Paris 
on that historic 6th of June in 1867. Sol- 
oveiff failed in 1879. They laid a mine for 
him just outside Moscow and the imperial 
luggage train happened to be running 
first that day. Then they filled a vault be- 
low the dining room at the Winter palace. 
But that February evening it so fell out 
that the imperial dinner party was a little 
later than usual. The czar had gone to 
meet the Prince of Hesse. The mine was 
fired before the party had entered the 
room. Before the Borki "accident" the 
son of Alexander II had hod a couple of 
experiences. 
One officer all but had him 


at Gatsohina in 1887. Another missed 
him even more narrowly the next year. 


Thrice missed was her most Catholic 


majesty Isabella — by La Riva in 1847, by 
Merino, the priest, in 1853, though it was 
only the busk of her corsets that saved 
her, and by Raymond Fuentes in 1856. 
Alfonso XII was missed by Moncasi in 
1878 and by Francesco Otelo Gonzales 
subsequently. When tlie Due d' Aosta was 
King Araadeus, a party of five went for 
him at Madrid in the Calle Arena), but it 
was one of the party who was killed. Even 
the popular Francis Joseph has been 
missed twice. Libenyi grazed hia majes- 
ty's neck with a knife in 1858. Overdank 
was less successful later. 


The third Napoleon was very badly 


missed. Pianori gave him both barrels at 
the corner of the Rue de Balzac in the 
last days of May, 1855. Belleemarre's 
pistol threw too high on Sept. 8, that 
year, when the emperor was just enter- 
ing the Theatre Italien, and Orsini & Co.'s 
failure on Jan. 14, 1858, just outside the 
old Opera in the Rue Lepelletier, is tho 
most historic of them all. We had Wa- 
lewski writing from the Quay d'Orsay to 
Persigny at Albert Gate to know if we 
"gave hospitality to assassins. " We hod 
Pam's conspiracy to murder bill and its 
defeat on'its second reading and the min- 
istry out and Lord Derby and Disraeli in, 
Mr. Gladstone and the other "Peelites" 
voting with the majority. 


The "incidentals of office" had fallen 


to King Humbert's lot before Acclarito 
met him in the way. Giovanni Passananti 
had missed him on Nov. 17, 1878. 


The^great and good King William, both 


as king and as cmpei'or, knew what being 
missed felt Jike. Oskar Becker lurked for 
him in the Lilionthal Allee, Baden, one 
July morning in 1861 while his majesty 
was taking his early constitutional. Oskur 
left his mark, too, on the royal >n<jok. 
Hodel waited till May 11, 1878, when he 
scored two misses. In less than two 
months afterward Kobiling, "doctor of 
philosophy and scientific agriculture," 
proved how much better it would have 
been for him to stick to philosophy and 
agriculture. He peppered the aged em- 
peror with a shotgun from a second tloor 
window in the Unter d'en Linden. There 
wore some 30 pellets to b\ counted about 
the imperial physiognomy and forearm. 
Tho recipient seems to have thought rather 
uncomfortably about himself. 'Be insisted 
upon "Pnser Fritz" becoming regent. 
But it proved a miss, after all. 


Tho egregious failure which has added 


tho king of Greece to this company will 
be fresh in everybody's recollection. 
For 


the rest, Milan I of Servia, qualified for a 
place on the list, it appears, in 1883, and 
Pedro II of Brazil became entitled to one 
In 1889. But these are misses which have 
more immediately concerned the parties 
themselves than the world atS large. Al- 
together the missed monarch seems to bo 
the rule, which is an assuring considera-'; 
tion for thorn all. — Pall Mall Gazette.

STARTLING PILL STATISTICS. 


The Bi( Consumption of Medical Feiletf 


by the CngHih. 


The British appetite for pills can only 


to gauged from the revenue receipts relat- 
ing to the stamp duties paid for patent 
medicines—which last year in the Jiggrc- 
ptate amounted to almost £250,000—and 
by making allowances for the pills dis- 
pensed by doctors and chemists, which ore 
not dutiable. 


An allowance of a trifle over half an 


ounce of pills for each inhabitant of the 
Dnitud Kingdom for the year cannot be 
said to be an extravagant estimate. In- 
deed such an allowance means but 82 doses 
a year, or \]4 pounds of pills to lost a life- 
time of 60 years. 


Placed in a straight line the pills cf a 


lifetime would extend through some 40 
feet, and there would be some 1,920 of 
them. The latter figure may seem rather 
large, but if 60 years of pills were com- 
bined into one sphere it would have a di- 
ameter of less than four inches and a cir- 
cumference of under one foot. 


It is not until we make calculations re- 


garding the pill as a national delicacy 
that we arrive at any figures of magni- 
tude, and then we find thut something 
like 1.380,000 pills are swallowed annual- 
ly. If these British pills were put in-a 
straight line, they would extend from 
London to Lucknow. 


The placing of tho pills in a lengthy 


line of 5,050 miles would afford occupa- 
tion for a pair of idle hands during 81 
years, at the end of which time the ownet 
of the hands would probably find the tasls 
of laying down three pills every second 
during an eight hours' day somewhat 
monotonous. If, in place of putting them 
into an extended line, we placed the pills 
in rows of 1,085 pills, and having or 
ranged the same number ot rows as there 
were pills in a row as a base, we could use 
the rest of the pills in making 1,085 sim- 
ilar layers, the resultant cube would have 
each of its dimensions rather more than 
23 K feet. 


Having performed this feat, wo could 


proceed to stir up the lot in a gigantic 
mortar, and having thoroughly mixed the 
ingredients—and what a mixture it would 
be—roll the mass Into one splendid spheri- 
cal pill weighing 6!i7 tons, and possessing 
a diameter of over 38 leet and u circumfer- 
ence of over 88 feet. Five men, 6 feet in 
height, standing on one another's shoul- 
ders—not heads, that would be too pain- 
ful, especially for tho one on the ground- 
would require the services of a small boy 
to crown the human Eiffel tower in ordei 
to get level with tho top of the monstei 
pill.—London Correspondence.

TINKEBING THE NAVY BILL. 


By resorting to obstructionist tactics 


lie democratic opponents of the navy 
ippropriation bill have made a vicious 
md wholly unwarranted attack upon 
one of the most important features of 
hat measure. As reported to the house 
he bill authorized the secretary of the 
navy to procure by contract "armor of 
he best quality" for the battleships 
Maine, Ohio and Missouri at a cost "not 
o exceed SO 15 per ton" and it also pro- 
vided that the present law fixing 8300 
per ton as the maximum price to bo paid 
'or armor shsuid be repealed. 
Both of 


:hese provisions were stricken from the i 
bill on points of order raised by the 
democrats simply in retaliation for tlie 
republican .refusal to 
consider an 


amendment appropriating 82,000,000 
foi'-the construction of a government 
armor plant. 


The point of order against tbe pur- 


chase of armor for the three battleships 
named above was sustained only with 
respect to the price to be paid for the 
same. As it now stands the bill empow- 
ers the secretary to procure armor "of 
the best quality" without any epecificu 
tjon as to price, The question is there- 
fore whether the S300 limitation applies 
to restrict him from paying more. Every- 
body knows that armor of the best qual- 
ity cannot be had at anything like that 
price. 
Does the pending bill make an 


exception of the three ships now ready 
for thpir armor and autlioriza the secre- 
tary to get it at the best ratns obtain 
able? 
If so the democratic tinker 


would seem to have fallen ludriorously 
far short of their purpose.

Poor Kanaka. 


A very curious and beautiful letter was 


or.ce written to President Lincoln that 
•\rouM certainly havo given him peculiar 
pleasure if he had read it, but ho never 
did. This is ho\v it was: In 18(53 sojue 
pinites from Peru captured and carried off 
somo natives from the Marqr.es-ts islands 
in the south seas. One of them was a son 
of a powerful chief, and the father made a 
vow that he would, for revenge, eat the 
first white man who fell into his hands. 


A man named Whalan, the first mate of 


a Xcw Bedford whaling ship, was Iwfore 
many months captured by the Marquesans. 
He it was who must furnish a feasc for the 
cannibal chief, but all the people he ruled 


i over were not cannibals. Among them 
i was a native missionary from Hawaii 
I nttiued Kakela. Kakela had just received 
a present of a boat from religious people 
iu Boston, a valuable six oared boat that 
he needed much in his missionary work. 
He set about trying to save Mr. Vhalau's 
life, but the chief would give him up only 
on one condition—that he should have the 
new boat iu exchange for the captive. 
Kakela bought him at that price and help- 
ed him to leave the islands. - 


The story came to President Lincoln's 


knowledge, and he characteristically found 
time to seud a message and a, present to 
the poor south gea missionary. Kakela 
wrote a letter of thanks in return, which 
closed with these sentences: '-As to this 
friendly deed of mine, its seed was brought 
from your great land by certain of your 
countrymen who had reeeivod the love of 
God. 
It was plantrd in Hawaii, and I 


brought it here that these dark regions 
might receive the root of all that is good 
and true, which is love. How shall I re- 
pay your great kindness to me? Thus 
David asked of Jonathan and thus I ask 
of you, the president of the United States. 
This is my only payment, that which I re- 
ceived from the Lord—'lore.' May the 
love of Jesus Christ abound toward you 
till the end of this terrible war in your 
land." 


Before the letter reached the White 


House President Lincoln bad died.—Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean.

Insane people and maniacs frequently 


present ncofilia and great artistic activity, 
and idiots frequently,display special apti- 
tudes in which they become" superior to nor- 
mal men,some of them becoming true prod- 
igies, as is shown by Dr. Peterson iu Tho 
Popular- Science Monthly, October, 1896, 
especially in arithmetical and musical 
ability, with a particular inclination to 
Imitate in models, drawings and pictures 
the objects which they have before them. 


One of the. most curious examples of 


this is ''Blind Tom," a pure blooded ne- 
gro born in Georgia iu 1810. Born blind 
he showed no intelligence, eicept for 
sounds. He conld not speak n word, but 
he could repeat any sound which he heard. 
Merely by the aid of sound he could re- 
peat Greek, Latin, German and English 
texts, however long after he had hoard 
them recited, could play on the piano 
from memory any piece, however difficult 
to follow, and had learned by memory 500 
pieces of music. 
^ Afciong cases of extraordinary memory 
in idiots Morel cites a, cretin who remem- 
bered the date of the funerals of all the 
persons who had died in his parish within 
35 years, with the names of those who had 
taken part in these funerals. 
Morel also 


cites the case of an Idiot who could not 
count up to SO, but who knew the names 
of all the saints in the calendar with dates 
of their respective feasts. 


As to the imitative faculty the most 


curious cases arc cited. At tho asylum of 
Karhvood there was an idiot who con- 
structed'a perfect model of a ship with all 
its more minute details. Geoffry Mind, a 
cretin who died in 1814, drew cats with so 
much skill that his drawings are preserved 
in all the leading museums of Europe. 
Gideon Buxtoii, the famous lightning cal- 
culator, who died in 1702, was stupid,-ami 
Zerah Colburn, exhibited at the »ge of (3 
as a lightning calculator, could never learn 
anything. He had six toes and many 
characteristics of degeneracy. 
Dasuh was 


absolutely a fool, and yet ho could multi- 
ply mentally numbers of eight and ten 
figures.—Lombroso in Monist. 


Toiler - Firing. 


An old soldier says: "You often hear 


the story tellers speak about tho firing of

for just as much. The refiners of course 
make a big profit out of the waste, and the 
photographer is able to get a good supply 
of material for the old scraps that would 
otherwise be of no use to him. 


"When one thinks of the groat number 


of photograph galleries and studios in this 
country and the fact that the wasto paper 
of them all is closely gathered by the re- 
finers at a price that will averago $1 a 
pound, ho may get some idea of tho pro- 
portion of a business that is utterly un- 


Dide the persons directly iutor 


estecl in the trade. Not only tho ticraps uf 
silver sensitized papers, but those of thu 
paper treated with a solution of gold, are 
eagerly sought by tha refiners, and tho 
photographer Is always very willing to ex- 
change his accumulation of, to him, worth- 
less waste for a new stock of valuable ni- 
trate."—Washington Star.

Aucleut Hindoo Guilds. 


Till the time of Vishnu's lawbook, 


third century A. D., no one of these guilds 
appears as pre-eminent, but in this work 
"metal workers and smiths of silver and 
gold" are mentioned particularly, though 
this pre-eminence may be due to accident. 
But the circumstance is interesting, be- 
cause exactly these guilds became tho 
chief guilds of ordinary towns and bo- 
cause they were very likely the first to 
band together in self defense all tho guilds 
originating in this way, but tho gold- 
smiths perhaps first of all, since the old 
law in regard to smiths was so extremely 
severe as to call for some union on their 
part. 


Tho old law In regard to a goldsmith 


found guilty of defrauding was based on 
the principle that a goldsmith can most 
easily deceive, and that when ho does so lie 
is "the vilest of sinners." The king is 
therefore directed to see to it that a gold- 
smith found gxtilty of cheating shall be 
chopped up into very small pieces with 
sharp knives, whereas ordinary thieves or 
cheats are merely beheaded. By uniting 
together and ostracizing a guilty member 
the guild could inflict a punishment 
which, if it was not so severe, probably 
had a still more deterrent effect.—Yalo 
Review.
